of America, given at tho New \VIIlard 
Hotel. 
The president was heard by 


a distinguished company of govern- 
ment olllclul.s, representatives of for- 
eign lands and civilians, many of the 
latter from the literary world. 


"It Is always a pleasure to a man 


In public life.to meet the real govern- 
ing classes." said President Hoosevelt. 
"I wish to bid you welcome to Wash- 
ington and to say but a word of greet- 
ing, and that word shall take the form 
of a warning and a hope. I did not 
speak In Jest when I alluded to you as 
representatives of 
the 
guvonilng 


classes. I think that wo of the United 
States cannot keep too fresh In our 
minds the fact that tho men responsi- 
ble for the government are not the 
representatives of the people, but the 
people themselves, and that therefore 
and that the performance of our peo- 
ple and of our liberty depends upon 
tho way In which wo shall exercise 
that sclf-restrulnt.
